St. Pierre is the largest of the 23 


nomttnes comprising the island 
of 


Martinique. The population is esti- 
mated at'about 24000, the people rang- 
ing from Creole negroes to half castes. [. 
The city lies 33 miles south of Domin- 
ica and 22 miles north of St. Lucia. It 
is located on the coast of Carribean 
sea, and a cluster of volcanic moun- 
tains in the north, a similar group in 
the south, and a line of moutains tow- 
ering between them, lends a sinister 
aspect to the place. 


The city was. named after th'e auth- 


or of tae famous book, "Paul and Vir- 
ginia," Bernardine St. Pierre, and it 
is there that the young lovers are sup 
posed to have lived. 


The products of the island arc to- 


bacco, cotton, sugar and cocoa, but t;;o 
natives being of a lazy nature, the 
commercial activity of the- place has 
been sadly neglected. 


In August, 1767, severe earthquakes 


visited the island, destroyisg sever,-.! 
settlements and" killing in all over 16,- 
Mi) persons. Several minor, shocks 
have been felt since that time, and in 
some cases the loss of life has been 
heavy.

severity was felt.

"Have just returned from St. Pierre, 


which has been completely destroyed 
by an immense mass of fire which fell 
on the town at about 8 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning.

I have brought back Iho few 
survivors, about 30. All the shipping 
in the harbor has been destroyed by 
fire. The eruption continues."

A FRATRICIDAL TRAGEDY IN NEW 


YORK HOME. 


NOTED NOVELIST'S' TRAGIC END. 


Brother Who Killed Him Supposed to 


Have Been Temporarily Insane 


from Nervous Trouble. 


New York, May 9.—Paul 
Leicester 


Ford, the novelist, was shot by his 
biother, Malcolm Webster Ford, writ- 
er and athlete,, who immediately sent 
i bullet into his own breast, dying in- 
stantly. The shooting occurred in the 
handsome new mansion which 
Paul 


Leicester Ford had built at 37 East 
77th street. 


At the time of the shooting there 


were in the house besides the t w c j 
brothers, Mrs. Paul Leicester Ford. 
Miss Elizabeth R.'Hall, the novelist's 
secretary, and the servants. The nov- 
elist was sitting at his desk in one 
corner of his library, a large, attrac- 
tively appointed room at the back of 
the house on the second floor. It is 
supposed he was busily engaged 
ut 


some literary task. Miss Hall was at 
her desk in affother 
corner of 
the 


room about thirty feet from Mr. Ford. 
Mrs. Paul Leicester Ford was in her 
room at the front of the house on ths 
third floor. 


Malcolm W. Ford called, as he of- 


ten had done, and went to his brother 
K his desk. Words were exchanged 
in a tone so lojjfcJJiat,Miss Ua,U~coutd 
not hear what was said, though she 
says she probably might have distin- 
guished the words if she had been 
paying any attention to this partic- 
ular meeting of the brothers. Sudden- 
ly there was a revolver shot and Miss 
Hail, jumping up darted from 
the 


room. 
Then, according to the state- 


ments of the police Miss Hall said to 
herself that she must act more brave- 
ly and re-enter the library. 


Meanwhile Macolm Ford had called 


her. 
As she turned towards him, he 


placed the revolver to his heart, fired 
and fell, dying instantly. When Miss 
Hall turned to look at Paul, he was 
still standing at his desk, but rapidly 
losing strength- She helped him toi 
sofa and then ran next door for Mr. 
Paxi! Ford's physician. Dr. Emanuel 
Baruch. lu less than five minutes Dr. 
Baruch arrived and the dying man, 
still conscious, was carried up to a 
room beside his wife's and placed on 
his bed. 
He spoke to his wife, and 


asked the doctor for his opinion, shoT\- 
ing that he expected death and was 
going to meet it calmly and bravely. 
A few moments later, 
about twenty 


minutes after he was shot, Mr. Ford 
died. 


The bullet which killed Paul Leices- 


ter Ford just grazed the top of his 
heart and passed through a large ar- 
tery from it. The bullet which killed 
Malcoree Ford was fired with the same 
accuracy of aim for it made a. wound 
scarcely an ine;h lower than the one 


•hc did not wish Malcolm to devote 
himself to an athletic career.

attendance at the 1902 encampment of 
thu Grant! Army in this city will sur- 
pass that of any previous reunion or 
any gathering of any nature in the na- 
tional capital. 


Tne interest 
among the .veterans 


generally, according to General Bur- 
roughs, is notably greater than ever 
before. There is in his judgment ev- 
ery sign that the attendance will not 
only be greater in the number pf in- 
dividuals from each post, but in the 
presence of many posts' as 
organiza- 


tions which ha\e never betore attend 
ed an annual encampment. 


But the better guage. in the opinion 


of encampment 
officials is that the 


number ot reservations for quarters 
has never been so great as it is now— 
about five months before the encamp- 
ment—until a few -weeks betore the 
veterans were to assemble. Anticipat- 
ing *that such would be the case, the 
local citizens' committee has already 
been at work about six weeks arrang- 
ing months ahead of time for the ac- 
commodation of • the greatest number 
ot visitors the city can possibly hold.

AMERICANS AT OXFORD. 


llritl-h Prediction of Their Inflnencc 


on the I «lverKity. 


The fpw Americans who are now to 


be fouud at Oxford and Cambridge are 
of two classes, siiys ;he London Speak- 
er. There are tb« sons of rich men af- 
fected by a more or less acute form of 
Anglomania, who are often more Eng- 
lish than the -English undergraduates 
themselves. These may be ignored, for 
they will not want to participate in 
Mr. Rhodes' scheme. The second class, 
and it is a reuy small one, consists of 
the sons oJ English born parents who 
have settled in America, but wish to 
maintain English traditions. The sons 
themselves possibly do not, but 1 be- 
liora that neaily .." i~c r.cv,- scholar 
ships will go to Americans the tradi- 
tions of whose families are largely 
English. 


I have never heard of a pure bred 


American who came to Oxford or Cam 
bridge inerely_ because he thought 01 
his parents thought ths-t he could get a 
better education at those universities 
than he could at home. And 1 believe 
that the pure bred American with no 
English ax to grind who would come to 
Oxford fqr his degree and then go bacu 
to his own country will be as rare 
when Mr. Rhodes' scheme comes into 
effect as he is now. But in any case 
the result will be the same, for what 
ever their fathers may be American 
sons of English parents are as Ameri 
can as anybody, and they are not likely 
to forget,.their, nationality when they 
find themselves at Oxford. 


You will have. then, in Orford a hun- 


dred young Americans glorying in their 
nationality—glorying, that is. in being 
unlike the other joung men who now. 
to use a phrase, own the place. They 
will bring with them ideas of what 
university life should be like drawn 
from their knowledge of what univer- 
sity life is in the United States. They 
may be very good ideas, but they will 
not be the ideas of Oxford. The Amer- 
icans will form themselves into a soci- 
ety and will try to push those ideas, 
and they will not do it very quietly, for 
those are the ways of young Ameri- 
cans. The men who own the place will 
resist them very tenaciously at first 
and with immense scorn and dislike. 
And there will -probably be a good deal 
of trouble, which will bind the HPW- 
comers still more closely together. Fi- 
nally I believe that the American ideas 
of what a thoroughly up to date uni- 
versity should be like socially will 
make way, and .Oxford will to some ex- 
tent be Americanized.
